Appeal by Oswold's widcwl 
will be studied by 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - A 
federal appeals, court lias tak- 
en under advisement argu- 
ments that the Rovernment 
owes presidential assassin Lee 
Harvey Oswald's ' widow 
$500,000 for seizing some of 
her husband's personal effects. 


Attorneys for ^Tarina N. Of-^ 
y - ald Porte r argued in a closed- 
door session of the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
Wednesday the $3,000 granted 
tlioir client by a federal dis- 
trict court in Dallas was not 
enough. . 


They asked the circuit court - 
'to throw out the lower court's ' 
decision and award Mrs. For- ; 
ter $500,000 in compensation .■ 
for the property she claimed 
the government reduced the ; 
value of by damaging it and - 
by publishing Oswald's diary - 
and other documents which ap- ' 
peered in the Warren Commis- 1 
«ion report. i! 

The Texas court had dc- • 
ciared the $3,000 sufficient to ; 
cover the value of the 500 arti- 
cle* taken by the government ' 
in its investigation <A the as- : 
sassination of President John | 
F. Kennedy. ! 

Congress later passed a spe- 
cial act to prescr\'e the items 
taken from Oswald's home so 
the evidence would not be lost, 
itolen or destroyed. 

The properly mostly com- 
prised personal effects such ba 
letters, the diary he kept in 
Russia, family photographs, 
his marriage license and other 
documents. 

In tiK brief filed by her at- ' 
torneys, Jlrs. Porter claimed 
(he Texas court's ruling in the 
case was "the second time the ' 
govrrnmriil has ftccu.sed, tried' 
and convii'tcil Lee Hancy Os- 
wald of a criii!e without evi- 
dence." 


'In this InsUnce, however, 
they have gone ewn furtl.er 
and are attempting to visit the 
assumed and judidaUy unprov- 
en sins of the father upon his 
wdow and children," the brief 
continued. 

Mrs. Porter claimed again In 
the suit that her husband was 
neither an assassin, a murder- 
a criminal, nor wrongdoer 
of any kind.'* 

A spokesman for the circuit 
cwirt said a decision by the 
court could be expected s<Hne 
time next week. 
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Oswald's Effects 
Sought in Appeal 


' NEW ORLEANS (AP)-An 
tttomey tor the former wife 
ef accused assassin Lee 
Harvey Oswald argued 
■Wednesday tliat the govern- 
ment is trying to malieher 
pay for Oswald's sins. 

A federal appeals court 
here took under considera- 
tion how much Marina Os- 
' wald Porter should be paia 
for personaT effects seized by 
the government. 

■ A 3-)udge panel of the 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 

■ heard oral arguments from 
the Justice Department and 
accepted written arguments 
Jrom- an attorney for Mrs. 
Porter. 

"The government has 
agreed to pay $3,000 for the 
Items, but Mrs. Porter-re- 
inarried since her former 
"husband was identified by 
the Warren Commission as 
. the assassin of President 
■John F. Kennedy-is seeking 
J17,729.37. 

THE JUDGES must de- 
cide, they indicated in ques- 
tions from the bench, wheth- 
er Mrs. Porter should re- 
ceive an amount based on 
the value of the items to 
collectors or merely their 

■ face value, plus an additional 
aum for the personal senti- 
mental value they might 

■ have. 

There is no challenge to 
fte right of the government 
to confiscate and keep the 
Items. ^ 
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A federally appointed spe- 
cial master determined that 
$17,729.37 was the fair mar- 
ket value of the items, which 
consist mainly of such per- 
sonal things as letters, a dia- 
ry, family photographs, a 
marriage license and the 
contents of Oswald's wallet. 

The $3,000 figure was ar- 
rived at through stipulation 
by both Mrs. Porter's attor- 
ney and the Justice r)epart- 
ment as the fair amount for 
similar items not enhanced 
In value because of their 
worth to collectors. 

"The circumstances of this 
case require that the ele- 
ments of fair market value of 
the property involved here 
resulting from association of 
the property with the assassi- 
nation of the President must 
be excluded from the mea- 
sure of just compensation," a 
district judge in Texas said 
in a ruling appealed by Mrs. 
Porter. . 


A BRIEF by grick F. 
Klein Jr. of Dallas said the 
"puUlc TBight be opposed to 
Mrs. Porter getting the larg- 
er award, but he "cannot ap- 
preciate or countenance the 
intrusion of such emotions, 
unconscious or otherwise" in 
court rulings in the matter. 

Klein said this represents 
the second time Oswald has 
in effect been tried and con- 
victed without evidence, but 
that, unlike the Warren Com- 
mission, government lawyers 
are going "even further and 
aVe 'attempting to visit the 
assumed and , judically un- 
proven 'sins of the father' 
upon his widow and chil- 
dren." ■ ,. , ^.,„ . 
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
